For too long our 
Michigan ports have been discrim- 


inated against to the advantage }' 


of Atlantic and Gulf Ports. A year 
ago the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission issued orders resulting in 
only two days’ free time allow- 
ance on railroad cars delivering 
cargo to ocean carriers at Lake 
ports. 

Seven days’ free time allowance 
is permitted at Atlantic and Gulf 
ports. This discrimination plac- 
ed our Great Lakes ports in an 
unfavorable competitive position, 
and if continued will stifle Sea- 
way traffic in Great Lakes ports. 

After my repeated urgings, I 
was gratified when ‘the ICC al- 
lowed those orders to terminate. 
But that was not the end of the 
fight.
